The Why of Mothers’ Pensions 


UDGE HENRY NEILL, of Hollywood, and Mrs. Wal- 
J lace Reid, widow of unfortunate ‘‘Wally’’ Reid, the 

film star who made such a brave fight against the nar- 

cotic habit, have entered upon a campaign to gain in 
California a genuine, full mothers’ pension system. Since 
the tragedy of the death of her husband, Mrs, Reid has taken 
un earnest and effectvie part in the fight against the drug 
evil and other evils of our social life. Her heart goes out to 
all those helpless and weak ones who are tempted or whom 
hard conditions of life keep down. Among these are the little 
children left fatherless, either by death or desertion, whom 
the mother is unablesto care for in a home of their own. Most 
people are inclined to think that when such children are sent 
to an orphan home—asylum we used to call it and that was a 
far truer name—they ,are properly provided for. On_ this 
theory our churches, lodges and societies have provided a 
great number of such homes all over the country. 

But sociologists, social workers and those who come into 
direct contact with such institutions know that the orphan 
home is but a makeshift, a refuge from worse conditions, and 
is not by any means the ideal solution of the half orphan 
problem, nor even that of the full orphan. There is no place 
so suited for the rearing of children as the home, a real home, 
over which the mother presides, and if not that, then a real 
home over which some substitute mother presides. The prod- 
uct of the home is far better for society than the product of 
an institution, which is the social economic argument why 
mothers of fatherless and abandoned children should be main- 
tained in a home of their own, with their mother at its head. 
It has been shown by long experience in some other states, 
that it costs no more—even less—to care for children by giv- 
ing the mother each month enough money to enable her ‘to 
care for her children than it dces to care for them in an in- 
stitution. Besides, the rights of the mother to her children 
and of the children to their mother should be respected. 

This same ideal of a real home applies to the full orphan 
as well, and the collection and maintenance of orphan chil- 
dren in institutions is giving way to the finding for them of 
real homes. Orphanages are now merely clearing houses, 
through which homeless children are passing to new homes, 
remaining in the orphanage only as long as is necessary to 
place them where their environment will be what it should 
be for their own welfare and that of society. We need to get 
a clear vision of this matter of orphan and half-orphan chil- 
dren and of distressed mothers unable without help to care 
for their loved ones. And we should abandon all the past 
distinctions we have made between the helpless mother who 
is a widow and the equally helpless mother who has been 
abandoned by a worthless husband and father. . The plight 
of both mother and children and the welfare of society is the 
same in both cases.

OW that the world-encircling flight is over, airmen are 

discussing the project of establishing a round-the-world 

speed record. This appears at first sight to be quite a 

logical outcome of the splendid results obtained by the 
intrepid aviators who have brought honor on this country, 
but it is a project which requires grave consideration. 

The perils and hardships which were borne by the early 
pioneers of travel by land and sea pale before those which the 
pathfinders of the air have had to endvre, and which others 
will have to endure until conditions are more advanced. The 
progress made in aerial navigation during the past decade has 
truly been astounding, but, after all, air travel is still in its 
initial stages, and much has yet to be done before it takes its 
proper place in the scheme of things. 

Lieutenant Lowell H. Smith, who has been approached 
as to his opinion on the establishment of a speed record, feels 
that, although the trip might prove an easier one than he and 
his companions have just finished, he would not care to engage 
in such another nerve-wracking enterprise for some time. 

No one can be surprised at this. These men have just 
completed a journey which stands alone in the history of the 
world, have encountered dangers and distresses such as the 
pioneers of the past never dreamed of; dangers by mountain 
and flood, from seor¢hing heat and frum biting cold, frem 
wild beasts and wild men, from the elements in ail their moods. 
They want a rest. 

The value of the work they have accomplished cannot be 
estimated. The experience they have aequived and the knowl- 
edge they have accumulated will be of the greatest service to 
those that follow. They have added another and a most 
notable chapter to the world’s history. Their deeds will be 
spoken of with reverence and gratitude by generations yet to

Baked Ham With Raisin Sauce 

Ham of almost any size. 

1 cup vinegar. 

1% cups brown sugar. 

1 cup cider; 1 cup raisins. 

Soak the kam overnight in cold 
water. In the morning, scrub 
thoroughly and put on to cook in 
enough almost-boiling water to 
cover, adding the vinegar and 1 
cup of the brown sugar. 

Simmer three hours, remove 
from the fire and let stand in 
water until cool. 

Remove the skin and put the 
ham in a baking pan with 2 cups 
of the liquid in which it was 







cooked, skimming off as much of 


the grease as possible, and add 
the cider and the remaining % 
cup of brown sugar. Bake 1% 
hours in a moderate oven, Half 
an hour before serving time, add 
the raisins. 

If the sauce should not prove 
thick enough, add a tablespoon of 
corn starch mixed with a little 
water and cooked into the sauce 
until of the proper consistency.

A lovely garden is a joy to 
all who behold it—Chaucer 
has said, ‘‘The proper study 
of mankind is Man.’’ The 
same holds good for all plant 
life. To understand them one 
must study them first hand.

tion ean one arrive at an inti- 
mate knowledge of their pecul- 
jarities. 

In buying seed, bulbs’ or 
plants, one should always ask 
if the particular spot you con- 
sider planting them is conge- 
nial to the plant in question. 
For example, a tulip is a na- 
tive of Persia and loves the 
sun. It will not tolerate 1 
shady spot—if it is so planted 
it deliberately walks toward a 
more desirable one.

merly charged with accepting 
a bribe. Terry was recently 
freed of the charge of Judge 
J. W. Ellis, of Riverside, on a 
writ of habeas corpus fited by 
Attorney Fred Duffey.

Weak and pale, but carrying 
his automatic pistol on his hip, 
J. A, Larson, Cucamonga’s fight- 
ing constable, who was seriously 
wounded in @ spectacular gun 
duel with an unidentified Mexican 
three weeks ago, was in San Ber- 
nardino yesterday in conference 
with Sheriff Walter A. Shay. 

Constable Larson left San An- 
tonio Community Hospital last 
week after his strength and vi- 
tality alone saved his life. He 
was shot through the body, the 
bullet piercing his lung and right 
kidney, by his assailant in the 
duel. For six days surgeons de- 
spaired of his recovery, but hé 
gradually gained strength and is 
back on his job, enforcing the 
law in the Cucamonga district, 
where he has twice fought duels 
with lawbreakers in the Mexican 
settlement. 

Believes He Got His Man 

Constable Larson believes, a8 
does Sheriff Shay, that he mortal- 
ly wounded the Mexican in the 
duel and that his body was buried 
in an unmarked grave. It was 
whispered to-officers by Mexicans 
of the Cucamonga district that 
Constable Larson fatally wounded 
the gunman in the duel, and that 
his friends interred his body. 

“1 hit him three times,” said 
Constable Larson, in recalling the 
incident.

Commanded to “stick 'em up” 
when he stopped his motor car 
Friday night to enquire regarding 
road directions of two men 
thought to be negroes, George

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FURNITURE REVIEWED 


By Lila Bradley 


One of the foremost interior decorators 
of the country recently said that his 
greatest trouble came from otherwise 
cultured women who had the idea firmly 
fixed in their minds that there were just 
three styles of furniture. 

It seems that any straight line furni- 
ture to them is Mission style, and all 
mahogany and glass knobs, colonial, and 
all painted and gilded furniture, Louis 
XVI. 

There are numerous styles in furni- 
ture, and it is quite difficult to give the 
approximate number. 

One late publication illustrating fur- 
niture from about 5000 B. C. up to the 
present time, gave thirty-five styles. 

The furniture of the ancient times is 
not adaptable to our modern use, and it 
is modern interior decoration that we 
Americans are thinking most about. 

Styles Reviewed 

We might begin with the Italian Re- 
naissance and use the most appropriate 
designs from that period down to the 
present time in our modern decorations 
and enjoy the best of it all. 

And then there is the French Renais- 
sance that gave us many adaptable de- 
signs. 

About the beginning of the Sixteenth 
Century, the Renaissance reached Eng- 
land and during that time the Tudor 
style came into existence. 

I believe Americans are more inter- 
ested in English furniture than any oth- 
er, because many of the chairs of this 
style which were brought over by the 
colonists showed the Flemish Tudor in- 
fluence, and they were the foundation of 
our American art. 

After this Tudor style came Eliza- 
bethan and then the Jacobean and it was 
in this period that we get our much lov- 
ed gate-leg table. 

At the end of the Seventeenth Cen- 
tury Louis XIV style was born to the 
French. It was designed by a man nam- 
ed Andreboulle and its heavy ornamen-

tation was meant to express grandeur 
and beauty, but its misuse among us has 
made us think wrongly about it. 


It was Louis XV who simplified this 
furniture, making it more ornate and 
turned it into daintier and less extrava- 
gant ornamentation. 

An artist named Jules Jurelee Meis- 
sonier gave an excessive Rococo style to 
this Louis XV. 

This furniture was not beautiful, al- 
though it is often accepted today by 
some of our own people as the typical 
style of Louis XV. 

The simplicity of construction and 
lack of ornament in the dainty Louis 
XVI shows very strongly its relation- 
ship to Louis XV. 


It contains all the good qualities and 
none of the bad qualities of the former. 

After this-came Queen Anne with 
greater simplicity, then Chippendale, 
Hepplewhite and the Adams style which 
we all know so well. 

Shereton who embodied a true Adam 
feeling in his designs followed. Then 
came the last of great epochs in furni- 
ture making. This was in the early days 
of the Nineteenth Century and its orna- 
mentation is influenced by the French 
Revolution. The artists of that time 
lauded the classics and Roman and Gre- 
cian decorations were very much and ex- 
tensively used. 


New Styles Wanted 


Historians predict that there will come 
a great reaction in regard to the manu- 
facturers who. are giving so much 
thought to rapid money making and 
America will give to the world her.own 


‘ true art, which up to this time has been 


concerned. 

I believe that the Twentieth Century 
will give us furniture makers whose 
work will equal that of the English de- 
signers, and our modern method of dec- 
oration that the American interior dec- 
orator is tending to build up will be our 
own with furniture that is our own.
